THE, ASSESSED VALUATION 


While the east bound 0. & O. train 
was crossing the railroad bridge in 
this city Thursday afternoon, a loose 
rail lying on the ties between the 
tracks was caught by the brake beam 
of the sleeeping car and raised up so 
that the end of it ran through the 
floor of the coach, damaging it badly 
on the interior. The train would 
probably have been thrown from the 
track and into the river had not the 
engineer put on the air brakes, re¬ 
versed his engine and stopped the 
train almost immediately, when the 
rail was removed. 

The noise made by the rail going 
through the floor caused a panio 
in the sleeper, which quickly spread 
to the other oars, the fireman jumped 
from the engine and as soon as the 
train was pulled off the bridge on to 
the fill at this end, a number of passen- 1 
gers left the cars and walked up 
town. It is very fortunate that the 
engineer had his train under control 
at the time or every one on board 
might have found a watery grave. 

An examination of the steeper re- i 
vealed the fact that the damage was 
not sufficient to require its being set' 
off on a side track and it was taken i 
east with the train. The bridge is ' 
nearly completed, and the greatest 
care will doubtless be taken to pre¬ 
vent any further trouble there, but 
the rail being on the track at the 
time shows carelessness on the part 
of some one connected with the 
force of construction.

Pistols, Cartridges and Dyna¬ 
mite Rooms Found Con¬ 
cealed. 


Warden S. A. Norman was informed | 
some days ago that certain prisoners 
had arms and amunition concealed ; 
within the walls and kept a sharp j 
look out for the same. On Tuesday he I 
was notified that the Reeves brothers j 
and Millard, three of the most j 
desperate convicts in the prison, who , 
were sent up from Monroe county for 
burning the town of Tomkinsville 
and robbing the bank, were seen to 
carry a suspicious looking package 
to a shanty in the south end of the 
yard, where Millard was employed in 
boiling soap. Tuesday night, after 
the prisoners were locked in their 
cells, Mr. Norman took several men 
to the shanty, tore up the floor and 
dug the ground over in the search 
for the package. The shanty was 
built against the side of a warehouse 
used for storing seasoned timber, 
and in removing the floor of the 
shanty a plank nailed against the 
side of the warehouse was ripped off, 
which revealed an opening under the 
floor of the larger building, when the 
Warden directed one of the men to 
see what was under there. He thrust 
in his arm and drew out a sack con¬ 
taining about one hundred melalic 
cartridges which would fit a Winches¬ 
ter rifle and 44-calibre pistol, and a 
wooden box closely sealed up with 
sealing wax to prevent the moisture 
getting into it. When the box was 
opened it was found to contain two 
pistols, three boms, made of dynamite | 
and gun powder inclosed in glass i 
bottles, and a bottle of gun powder. I 

Walter Berkley, who served out his 
term in the penitentiary several 
months ago, and who was arrested at 
the gate for having burglar’s tools in 
his possession and is now in jail 
awaiting trial, is known to have 
stolen one of the pistols and the 
cartridges, while employed as a trus¬ 
ty about the offices at the gate, and 
that he gave them to the Reeveses. 
The other pistol disappeared during 
Warden Bolan’s term, and had 
> Evidently been buried for a long time 
and only recently dug up, cleaned 
and oiled. It is also supposed that 
Berkley obtained the gun powder and 
dynamite, of which the booms were 
made, at different times, while going 
about the city as a trusty. 

It was the intention of the men to 
either slip up to the entrance at a 
time when visitors were going out, 
throw one of the boms to demoralize 
or kill the guards at the gate, then 
make a rush for liberty, shooting ■ 
down any one who might offer oppo- j 
sition. Or if a favorable opportunity 
did not offer at the gate, to conceal 
themselves in the second story of the i 
old hospital, cut through the brick I 
wall, shoot the guard on the wall 
which divides the women’s yard 
from the main yard, get on to this 
wall from the opening they 
proposed to make in the old hospital, ! 
run across to the guard house and 
lower themselves to the ground from 
the rear wall of the prison and then 
make a rush for the open country, 
but as they were all locked up Wed- j 
nesday morning in their cells and i 
severely punished, they will hardly 
gain their liberty this trip.

H. Corbett resigned his 
position as clerk at the penitentiary 
on Saturday and left Thursday for 
Guthrie, Oklahoma, where he has 
been appointed Receiver and Disburs- 
er of Pnblic Moneys by President 
Cleveland.

Col. Cor¬ 
bett’s family will join him in hiB new 
home about the first of September. 

Just before he left Tuesday, the 
guards and officials at the Kentucky 
Penitentiary presented Col. Corbett 
with a handsome silver water set and 
a new suit of clothes, and the prison¬ 
ers also presented him with a fine 
silk umbrella, fie has been the clerk 
at the prison for the past two years, 
and his genial, kindly disposition 
has made everyone connected with the 
institution his warm friend and ad¬ 
mirer, and the presents were but the 
expresion of their friendship in a 
substantial form.

The duties of the referee are 
very important, as it is only through 
him that we can know the standing 
and location of the applicant. Un 
der the old law quacks from Cincinnati 
and elsewhere often sent their diplo¬ 
mas from the mountain counties or 
from country oross roads in order to 
take us off our guard. 

As I drew the law no fee wsa 

J trovided, but when it was found that 
n Illinois, Minnesota and other 
States where similar laws were in 
force, a uniform fee of five dollars 
was charged for graduates and twen¬ 
ty dollars for under graduates the 
Revisory Commission put it as it 
now stands (92.00). The labor in¬ 
volved in putting the law in opera¬ 
tion will be an enormous one, taking 
the time of myself and two assistants 
for at least a year, and as it is a little 
uncertain how the Board will dispose 
of the fund arising from the fees. I 
will be very glad to turn over the 
work to any competent person who 
will take it off my hands. * * * 
Applications are coming in very 
rapidly and I find the law will have 
the cordial support of the profession 
throughout the State. Many illegal 
registrations under the old law are 
being brought to light in quarters 
where it was not expected.

It 1 b gratifying to state that bo.th 
experience and observation confirm 
the opinion that race troubles and 
broils, incident to a condition of ig¬ 
norance, grow less in proportion kb 
the people advance in education ana 
general intelligence. 

It is a source of congratulation also 
to know that the spirit of enlighten¬ 
ment which tends to liberalize and 
to render our white fellow citizens 
more patient and considerate will, at 
the same time, teach the colored men 
not to narrow his sympathy to mete 
racial questions, but will broaden his 
views to humanity’s wider issues. 

The millions spent in the South, es¬ 
pecially since the close of the war, for 
the purpose of educating the color* d 
race and preparing it for the grave 
responsibilities and duties of Amer¬ 
ican citizenship, are beginning to 
bring rich returns in better homes, 
more comfortable school-houses, more 
commodious church structures, a 
truer manhood and womanhood, and 
loftier conceptions of their govern¬ 
mental and personal reponsibilities, 
duties and relations.
